The board members voted a 
s t a r t i n g salary of $1,356 a 
month for the attorney on the 
county’s range and step salary 
scale. Duties of the office will 
entail coverage of all the coun­ 
ty’s civil business, Including 
that of the board of supervis­ 
ors, all county departments and 
special districts. The county 
counsel will also act in an ad­ 
visory capacity to department 
heads and the supervisors. 
District Attorney 
Robert 
Trimble agreed yesterday to 
prepare an ordinance creating 
the county counsel position, for 
vote of the board members. 
Trimble will, upon hiring of 
the new attorney handle only 
criminal matters for the county. 
Up to now he has, with the aid 
of three deputies, covered both 
civil and criminal court cases. 
Changes in Tehama County 
Charter amendments to be vot­ 
ed on in the November elect­ 
ion were authorized yesterday 
by the supervisors. They agreed 
to eliminate proposed amend­ 
ments “D” and “C” from the 
ballot.

Wickham, adjutant general, in­ 
forming them that their son has 
been “ slightly wounded” in the 
head and left shoulder as a 
result of hostile action in a 
fire fight. 
He was hospitalized and can 
receive mail at Hospital Mail 
Section SPO SF 96381, the tele, 
gram said. 
Mrs. Votaw said her son 
had written recently that he 
had received the Bronze Star 
after being wounded in the same 
shoulder Aug. 23.

Key GOP Leader Agrees A 90,000 
Troop Reduction Is Possibility

A key Republican congress­ 
man traveling with Richard M. 
Nixon says a 90,000-man U. S. 
troop reduction in Vietnam is 
likely by June—but he says it 
won’t be the kind of “sop to the 
doves” 
Democrat Hubert H. 
Humphrey offers. 


“ Hanoi mustn’t mistake it,” 
Rep. Melvin R. Laird, R-Wis., 
said Tuesday. “ The American 
people mustn't misread it. And 
it's time a flailing Humphrey 
left it alone.” 
Laird accused Democratic 
presidential 
candidate 
Hum­ 
phrey—who has predicted an 
early start on U. S. troop with­ 
drawals— of “ dangerous, harm­ 
ful . . . confusing and, in my 
view, irresponsible talk.” 


Nixon later endorsed Laird's 
statement and said he could see 
no objection to a reduction that 
did not involve U.S. ready force 
strength in Vietnam. 
A cut in U.S. combat strength, 
the GOP presidential candidate 
said, “before there is clear in­ 
dication that the enemy is ready 


to 
negotiate” would hamper 
peace talks. 
In Washington, the White 
House and Pentagon denied any 
knowledge of such a plan for 
U, S. troop reduction. 


Humphrey, meanwhile, pres­ 
sed his challenge to Nixon for 
a national television debate and 
said if Nixon had a plan for 
ending the Vietnam war as 
claimed he 
should 
make it 
known. 
“ If he has one,” Humphrey 
told a news conference in Mil* 
neapolis, 
“ he owes it to the 
country to make that plan avail­ 
able.” 


Humphrey also said his heck­ 
lers include some anarchists 
and many “ I don't know what.” 
He said they are highly disci­ 
plined and organized and are 
out to destroy his Democratic 
campaign and to destroy the 
country.

We don't predict 
that, but it's possible.” 
For U.S. residents, Simpson 
said, it has been a tame season 
for two reasons. 
The first is that the upper at­ 
mosphere of the tropics has 
been abnormally cold. The air 
column of a hurricane, rising 
like a giant smokestack to great 
heights, cannot develop and hold 
together without a concentra­ 
tion of heat all the way up.

"We realize, however, that 
the large number of persons 
directly affected by terms of 
the contract must cause a gerw 
eral public concern, particular­ 
ly when a strike results. This 
concern of the community is a 
legitimate one, for the effects 
of such a strike are felt by 
many who are not employed at 
Kimberly-Clark. 
"Through periodic letters to 
their homos, we have attempted 
to inform our employes of pro­ 
gress during the current negoti­ 
ations. 
We are using this 
means to inform the community 
of the status of the strike at 


our pulp and paper mill, and 
the resumption of picketing at 
our lumber operations. 
"Under the contract which 
Pulp and Paper Unions ter­ 
minated on June 10th of this 
year, KimS>erly-Clark pulp and 
paper employes at Anderson 
were receiving wages approxi­ 
mately 8 cents an hour above 
the average paid in the West 
Coast pulp and paper industry. 
"On June 10, the Company 
offered a package including an 
increase oí approximately 30 
cents per hour in labor costs 
for one year. The offer exceed­ 
ed the increases granted in 
nearly every other paper in» 
dustry contract on the West 
Coast in 1968. 
"The Unions rejected this 
offer, and struck the Anderson 
pulp and paper operations. 
"F o r 18 days in June, and

hurricane. 
We don't predict 
that, but it's possible.” 
For U.S. residents, Simpson 
said, it has been a tame season 
for two reasons. 
The first is that the upper at* 
mosphere of the tropics has 
been abnormally cold. The air 
column of a hurricane, rising 
like a giant smokestack to great 
heights, cannot develop and hold 
together without a concentra* 
tion of heat all the way up.

Clark's pulp and paper mill has 
lasted 107 days.

labor contract is a private a* 
greement between representa­ 
tives of our employes, the em­ 
ployes themselves, and repres* 
entatives of the corporation, we 
have avoided public statements 
on the day-to-day progress of 
the negotiations. 
“ We realize, however, that 
the large numl>er of persons 
directly affected by terms of 
the contract must cause a ger* 
eral public concern, particular* 
ly when a strike results. This 
concern of the community is a 
legitimate one, for the effects 
of such a strike are felt by 
many who are not employed at 
Kimberly-Clark. 
“ Through periodic letters to 
their homes, we have attempted 
to inform our employes of pro­ 
gress during the cur rent negoti­ 
ations. 
We are using this 
means to inform the community 
of the status of the strike at 


our pulp and paper mill, and 
the resumption of picketing at 
our lumber operations. 
“ Under the contract which 
Pulp and Paper Unions ter­ 
minated on June 10th of this 
year, Kimberly-Clark pulp and 
paper employes at Anderson 
were receiving wages approxi­ 
mately 8 cents an hour above 
the average paid in the West 
Coast pulp and paper industry. 
“ On June 10, the Company 
offered a package including an 
increase of approximately 30 
cents per hour in labor costs 
for one year. The offer exceed 
ed the increases granted in 
nearly every other paper in­ 
dustry contract on the West 
Coast in 1968. 
“ The Unions rejected this 
offer, and struck the Anderson 
pulp and paper operations. 
“ For 18 days in June, and 
beginning again last Friday, 
picketing of the K-C lumber 
operations was ordered by the 
pulp and paper unions, although 
the 480 lumlier workers are 
in no way involved in the dis­ 
pute. 
“ On September 6, company 
negotiators had offered a two- 
year contract including increas­ 
ed labor costs of approximately 


63 cents per hour. 
The union 
officers stated that the mone­ 
tary package is a “ good one,” 
but they demanded that the con­ 
tract terminate four months 
before the anniversary date of 
the signing.

State Fish And Game Recommends '69 Angling Rules 


A reduced ocean salmon sport 
fishing lim it, revised bait reg­ 
ulations, an all-year frog sea­ 
son, and lower golden trout 
lim its in the Upper Cottonwood 
Creek drainage are among the 
recommendations of the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game for 
California's 1969 angling regu­ 
lations. 
The DFG proposes a general 


trout season of May 3 through 
November 15 with the same 
limit as in recent seasons, 10 
trout or salmon in combina­ 
tion, but not more than 10 pounds 
and one fish. The Northwest 
season would be May 24 through 
November 15; and Southern Cal­ 
ifornia would be open all year 
with reduced winter lim its. 
The timetable for setting the 


regulation follows: 
The Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion will receive recommenda­ 
tions from the DFG, sports­ 
men's groups and the public at a 
meeting in Sacramento October 
4. The commission will hold 
further hearings November 1 in 
Redding and announce the pro­ 
posed regulations or “ d eter­ 
minations.” Further discussion 


and final adoption of the 1969 
regulations will be at a m eet­ 
ing in Los Angeles December 6. 
Among the major new propos­ 
als are ones which would; 
—Authorize the use of liver 
and meat for bait in inland wat­ 
ers. The DFG notes that liver 
and meat are no longer used as 
feed in hatcheries and many 
new types of legal bait are prob­ 


ably more effective than meat 
pver wa¿. 
—upen tne frog season in Cen­ 
tral and Northern California all 
year to provide a more equita­ 
ble distribution of the species. 
—Reduce the limit on golden 
trout in the Upper Cottonwood 
Creek drainage from 10 to five 
to protect the population of fish. 
This area is subject to heavy 


pressure because of the com­ 
pletion of roads into the area. 
—Restrict the size of the hook 
which may be used at certain 
tim es of the year on the Sal­ 
mon and Scott R ivers to p re­ 
vent snagging of steelhead and 
salmon. 
—Reduce the lim it on salmon 
to ocean waters south of Tó­ 
m ales eonit to two fish. The 


DFG also proposes reducing the 
lim it in Central Valley waters 
from three to one on August 1, 
instead of September 1. The re ­ 
duced limit took effect Sep­ 
tem ber 1 this year as an em er­ 
gency measure.

State Fish And Game Recommends ’69 Angling Rules 


A red iced ocean salmon sport 
fishing lim it, revised bait reg­ 
ulations, an all-year frog sea­ 
son, and lower golden trout 
limits in the Upper Cottonwood 
Creek drainage are among the 
recommendations of the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game for 
California’s 1969 angling regu­ 
lations. 
The DFG proposes a general 


trout season of May 3 through 
November 
15 with the same 
limit as in recent seasons, 10 
trout or salmon in combina­ 
tion, but not more than 10 pounds 
and one fish. The Northwest 
season would be May 24 through 
November 15; and Southern C al­ 
ifornia would be open all year 
with reduced winter lim its. 
The timetable for setting the 


regulation follows: 
The Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion will receive recommenda­ 
tions from the DFG, sports­ 
men’s groups and the public at a 
meeting in Sacramento October 
4. The commission will hold 
further hearings November 1 in 
Redding and announce the pro­ 
posed regulations or “ deter­ 
minations.” Further discussion 


and final adoption of the 1969 
regulations will be at a m eet­ 
ing in Los Angeles December 6. 
Among the major new propos­ 
als are ones which would: 
—Authorize the use of liver 
and meat for bait in inland wat - 
ers. The DFG notes that liver 
and meat are no longer used as 
feed in hatcheries and many 
new types of legal bait are prob­ 


ably more effective than meat 
over wa¿. 
—upen the frog season in Cen­ 
tral and Northern California all 
year to provide a more equita­ 
ble distribution of the species. 
—Reduce the limit on golden 
trout in the Upper Cottonwood 
Creek drainage from 10 to five 
to protect the population of fish. 
This area is subject to heavy 


pressure because of the com­ 
pletion of roads into the area. 
—Restrict the size of the hook 
which may be used at certain 
times of the year on the Sal­ 
mon and Scott Rivers to pre­ 
vent snagging of steelhead and 
salmon. 
—Reduce the lim it on salmon 
to ocean waters south of Tó­ 
males fom t to two fish. The 


DFG also proposes reducing the 
limit in Central Valley waters 
from three to one on August 1, 
instead of September 1. The r e ­ 
duced limit took effect Sep­ 
tember 1 this year as an em er­ 
gency measure.

Russia Making A Bid To Become 
Modern Offensive Sea Power

WASHINGTON (AP)-Thlnning 
casualty lists and big arms 
seizures are being cited by mil­ 
itary men to back their conten­ 
tion the enemy in Vietnam has 
been seriously weakened. 
Pentagon officers are not 
speculating on what effect, if 
any, the enemy’s weakened pos­ 
ture may have in the Paris ne­ 
gotiations. 
The apparent failure by the 
enemy to get his so-called 
"third wave” offensive off the 
ground in August also is consid­ 
ered a significant barometer of 
the war’s progress. 
According to top officers, the 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cone tried to launch this offen­ 
sive about Aug, 18 but were 
thwarted by the spoiling opera­ 
tions of Gen. Creighton W. A- 
brams, the U. S, commander. 
After an eight-week “lull” in 
which U. S. losses averaged 178 
a week, the enemy stepped up 
action to a level that claimed 
308 U. S. troops the third week 
of August, then 408 the final 
week. 
The tempo then dropped and 
U. S. losses fell sharply to 195 
the first week of September, 
nearing the 166 average for the 
summer of 1967, 
In contrast to the brief August 
move, the enemy had kept the 
Tet offensive going about six 
weeks in February and March, 
claiming an average of480U.S. 
troops killed per week during 
the period. 
A followiq? drive was staged 
in May but lasted only about 
four weeks during which enemy 
troops killed an average of about 
495 U. S. troops per week. 
Then came the summer “lull” 
— which some interpreted as a 
signal that Hanoi was de-esca­ 
lating — and the short-lived 
August effort. 
For the past 12 weeks U. S. 
losses have averaged 213 dead 
and officers expect the weeks 
ahead vill bring mainly sustain - 
ed low-level attacks “ in hopes 
of wearing us out.” 
“Thay are inflicting fewer 
casualties on us because they 
don’t have the equipment to sus­ 
tain longer contact,” one offi­ 
cer said. 
Discoveries of major enemy 
supply caches may delay if not 
completely abort some planned 
operations, he said. 
More than 100 tons of enemy 
arms, ammunition, food and 
other supplies have been con­ 
fiscated in recent days.

WASHINGTON (AP)— Adm. 
Tnomas H. Moorer, chief of 
Naval Operations, says the So­ 
viet Union’s first helicopter 
carrier is operating in the Med­ 
iterranean and is "visible evi­ 
dence of Russia’s announced in­ 
tention to become a modern ma­ 
jor offensive seapower.” 
The new 650-foot ship, named 
Moskva, arrived in the Medi­ 
terranean via the Dardanelles 
Straits over the weekend es­ 
corted by two destroyers. 
Navy men view her arrival as 
a significant step in a Soviet 
naval buildup in an area once 
dominated solely by the U. S. 
Sixth Fleet. 
The admiral said in an inter­ 
view: 
“I think the real significance 
of the Moskva’s deployment is 
not so much in the fact that she 
gives the Soviet navy a new ca­ 
pability, but rather that she is a 
manifestation of the continuing 
effort on the part of the Soviets 
to deploy a modern force into 
all of the oceans of the world.” 
The admiral didn’t say so but 
there has been speculation the 
PONTIAC 


Moskva's deployment was tim­ 
ed to give Egypt moral support 
during a period of new ten­ 
sion with Israel. 
The Soviet Union has more 
than quadrupled its fleet of mil­ 
itary ships in the Mediterranean 
since the two Mideast countries 
went to war in June 1967. She 
has about 40 vessels in the 
area, compared with 55 to 60 
for the United States. 
U. S. intelligence credits the 
Moskva with the ability to haul 
as many as three dozen heli­ 
copters, but no jet fighters. 
Moorer, answering questions 
about the ship’s military signi­ 
ficance, said the Moskva gives 
the Soviets “a mobile helicopter 
platform which we must assume 
is capable of landing Russian 
naval infantrymen from the sea 
as well as conducting antisub­ 
marine warfare from the air.” 
The naval infantrymen Moor­ 
er referred to are Moscow's 
so-called “black berets,” ane- 
lite force activated by the Sov­ 
iets in an answer to the U. S. 
Marine Corps. 
Navy men emphasized the 
Moskva in no way compared 
with the big American aircraft 
FIREBIRD, 


carriers which haul squadrons 
of tactical Jet fighters and 
bombers off Mediterranean 
shores.

summer of 1967. 
In contrast to the brief August 
move, the enemy had kept the 
Tet offensive going about six 
weeks in February and March, 
claiming an average O Í4 8 0 U .S. 
troops killed per week during 
the period. 
A followup drive was staged 
in May but lasted only about 
four weeks during which enemy 
troops killed an average of about 
495 U. S. troops per week. 
Then came the summer “ lull” 
— which some interpreted as a 
signal that Hanoi was de-esca­ 
lating — and the short-lived 
August effort. 
For the past 12 weeks U. S. 
losses have averaged 213 dead 
and officers expect the weeks 
ahead vill bring mainly sustain - 
ed low-level attacks “ in hopes 
erf wearing us out.”

Russia Making A Bid To Become 
Modern Offensive Sea Power

The Soviet Union has more 
than quadrupled its fleet of mil­ 
itary ships in the Mediterranean 
since the two Mideast countries 
went to war in June 1967. She 
has about 40 vessels in the 
area, compared with 55 to 60 
for the United States. 
U. S. intelligence credits the 
Moskva with the ability to haul 
as many as three dozen heli­ 
copters, but no jet fighters. 
Moorer, answering questions 
about the ship’s military signi­ 
ficance, said the Moskva gives 
the Soviets “ a mobile helicopter 
platform which we must assume 
is capable of landing Russian 
naval infantrymen from the sea 
as well as conducting antisub­ 
marine warfare from the air.” 
The naval infantrymen Moor­ 
er referred to are Moscow’s 
so-called “black berets,” ane- 
lite force activated by the Sov­ 
iets in an answer to the U, S.

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Juror Selection Reform A Reality 
The jury system, though often under fire, can be staunchly 
defended as the best means yet devised to assure the maximum of 
justice. One valid criticism often is made, however —the criticism 
that in many jurisdictions the choice of those who are to serve on 
juries is sometimes arbitrary and unfair. 


It is gratifying that the nation’s 11 Circuit Courts of Appeal, 
pursuant to the Federal Jury selection and Service Act of 1968, 
have now announced plans that will substantially cure this defect 
so far as the federal courts are concerned. The plans will become 
operative when the law goes into effect December 22. 


After that datet random selection of both grand and petit jur­ 
ors will be made from voter registration lists. So-called blue 
ribbon juries, with all their possibilities for discrimination of 
one kind or another, will be eliminated. Clerks or jury commis­ 
sioners will no longer have the power to hand-pick jurors. Vol­ 
unteering for jury service will no longer be permitted. On the 
other hand, there will be less chance of getting out of jury ser­ 
vice on some pretext. 


The thrust of the plans Implementing the 1968 act will be to 
broaden jury selection and to enable more from lower economic 
groups —by raising daily fees from $10 to $20 —to serve in this 
important role. There should be far less rigging of juries, and 
consequently more impartial justice. This change in jury select­ 
ion methods, the first in a century, is an important reform in our 
judicial system. 


The M aharajas Squawk 
History has long demonstrated that the greed for privilege, 
earned or not, knows no bounds. India’s maharajas, those obso­ 
lete survivals of the bad old days on the populous subcontinent, 
are currently illustrating the point again. 


When India became independent in 1947, the despotic mahar­ 
ajas agreed to merge their states with the rest of the country in 
return for certain handsome concessions. They were granted an­ 
nual privy purses (in one case 10 million ripees, today worth about 
$1.3 million) and allowed to keep a couple of palaces and all their 
jewelry and personal assets. They were exempted from income and 
real estate taxes, and from licenses to drive or possess guns. 
They cannot be arrested or subjected to law except under written 
orders of the Indian president. 


This cushy status has increasingly rankled Indian leaders, not 
to mention the millions whose standard of living is little above the 
subsistence level. The government seeks to cut off the special 
privileges and phase out the privy purses over a 20-year period. 


The princes, perhaps understandably but with small justifica­ 
tion, object to this. Their outcry is a classic example of how men 
cling to privilege, even when it is based on nothing more substan­ 
tial than an accident of birth.

Experts predict that by 1975 we’ll either need 500,000 more 
teachers or have a surplus of 700,000.

THE HEALTH of children 
is almost always at a high 
peak after a summer of ex­ 
posure to sunlight and health­ 
ful activity. Respiratory in­ 
fections and contagious dis­ 
eases are at a minimum dur­ 
ing the summer season. 
When school begins, 
the 
c o l d a n d 
damp weather 
ushers in the 
cycle of colds 
and childhood 
infection. The 
beginning o f 
the 
s c h o o l 
y e a r , there­ 
fore, becomes 
a n 
excellent 
time to give 
e v e r y child 
the great ad- 
sustaining 
the 
healthy build-up by having a 
complete medical and dental 
checkup. 
Vaccinations, immunization 
and bcoster shots are wisely 
required before admission to 
most schools. Examination of 
the heart, lungs, urine and 
blood can be expanded to fit 
the specific needs of the par­ 
ticular child. Keeping a health 
record is moat important. It 
is surprising how cften adults 
wonder whether they ever had 
measles, mumps or chicken 
pox during childhood. This 
knowledge is of major impor­ 
tance 
to 
themselves when 
their own children are exposed 
to these diseases. 
An eye examination must 
include a test for color vision. 
A hearing study, which need 
not be done by' a specialist 
unless ones doctor feels it 
necessary, contributes much 
to 
understanding 
a child's 
capacity to keep up with his 
class studies. 
It is astonishing how often 
a child's learning capacity is 
affected by some defect in 
speech or hearing. It is more 
surprising that in so many 
children these defects are un­ 
discovered and untreated until 
they fall far behind their 
classmates. 
AH doctors are pressured by 
some parents to “just give a 
minute’s look and sign the 
form, so that we don’t have 


to take up your valuable 
time.” Signing a school form 
without thorough inspection 
does everyone a great injus­ 
tice. 
Physicians welcome the pre­ 
school time of year as a 
special one to evaluate a 
child’s physical and emotion­ 
al 
make-up. 
Doctors 
may 
make important recommenda­ 
tions especially for tense chil­ 
dren who are made more anx­ 
ious by a new school or by 
the adventure of the first 
grade. 
School nurses and educators 
readily accept the suggestion 
of the doctors who outline any 
special limitation of activity 
or 
any particular physical 
needs of their young patients. 
The new school experience 
may need some direction for 
the parent and for the child. 
During the pre-school exami­ 
nation significant suggestions 
can guide parents during this 
difficult time for the child. 
Contagious d i s e a s e s are 
readily passed from child to 
child, especially during kin­ 
dergarten and the first grade. 
Children who normally have 
had few colds come down 
with a surprising number of 
infections at this time. It has 
been 
suggested that 
these 
children, 
subjected to new 
germs, need some time to 
build up immunity to them. 
The new m e a s l e s and 
mumpe vaccines have been 
shown to be remarkably ef­ 
fective and safe and should be 
part of the pre-school health 
preparation. The other vac­ 
cines. including those for po­ 
lio. 
diptheria, 
tetanus 
and 
whooping cough, are standard 
requirements long b e f o r e 
school starts. 
When it is suspected that 
a child has been exposed to a 
contagious disease, school au­ 
thorities must be notified im­ 
mediately so that all children 
might be properly protected 
with gamma globulin, if their 
doctor feels it will ward off or 
modify an infection. 
The pre-school physical ex­ 
amination is a valuable gift, 
a gift that will be sustained 
and enjoyed throughout the 
schpol year. 


JACK ANDERSON SAYS; MIL­ 
ITANTS PLAN ELECTION DAY 
SABOTAGE; HARVARD MAJOR 
TARGET FOR STUDENT DEM­ 
ONSTRATORS; HANOI TRIPS 
LINK SDS AND VIET CONG. 
WASHINGTON - America’s 
red guards, exultant over their 
success in sabotaging the Dem­ 
ocratic convention in Chicago, 
now hope to sabotage the na­ 
tional election on November 5. 
They are making elaborate 
preparations to zero in on key, 
big-city precincts, which nor­ 
mally produce an overwhelm­ 
ing Democratic vote. They in­ 
tend to disrupt the voting by 
staging noisy protests, intimi­ 
dating voters and sabotaging 
the voting machines. 
Their purpose is to deprive 
Hubert Humphrey of the votes 
he would need to carry such 
swing 
states 
as New York, 
California, New Jersey, Mas­ 
sachusetts, Michigan and Penn­ 
sylvania. By bringing Humphrey 
down to humiliating defeat, tMy 
hope to teach the Democrats 
that they must reckon with the 
new left in the future. 
The young militants discover­ 
ed in Chicago that they could 
make an impact on national pol­ 
itics all out of proportion to 
their numbers. Now they in­ 
tend to disrupt the November 
election, taking their tactics 
from the revolutionary text­ 
books that come out of Castro’s 
Cuba and Mao’s China. 
The election sabotage will be 
masked, of course, as peaceful 
demonstrations. Ostensibly, the 
demonstrators will turn out to 
protest the fact that young men 
who are eligible to be drafted 
and killed in Vietnam at age 
19 aren’t eligible to vote inmost 
states. 
The real aim of the ringlead­ 
ers, however, will be to upset 
the election and wreck the Dem­ 
ocratic party. Out of the wreck­ 
age some l e a d e r s hope they 
might even be able to build a 
militant, new left-wing party. 
Until Election Day, the young 
militants will keep in practice 
by disrupting campaign rallies, 
h e c k l i n g Presidential cand­ 
idates and stirring up trouble. 
They are even looking ahead to 
the Presidential Inauguration 
next January 20 when they plan 
to stage more Chicago-style 
demonstrations. 


CAMPUS CAPERS 
They also intend to contribute 
to the pre-election chaos by 
keeping university campuses in 
turmoil. Again, they hope to 
produce a voter reaction a- 
gainst the Democrats who, be­ 
ing more liberal, get most of the 
blame for the eruptions on the 
campuses, in the streets and in 
the ghettos. 
This column has had access to 
intelligence reports, going back 
prior to the Chicago convention, 
which have given startlingly ac - 
curate warnings of trouble be­ 
fore it happens. Invariably, vio­ 
lence has flared up at pre­ 
cisely the times and places 
that the intelligence reports 
have predicted. 
A September 13 intelligence 


DREW PEARSON 
report, for example, forecast 
the trouble at Columbia and 
warned of worse disturbances 
at Harvard. 
The classified message de­ 
clared; “ Plans made for sec­ 
ond disruption at Columbia Un­ 
iversity when school opens for 
fall term. Students reportedly 
will not negotiate with univer­ 
sity officials but attempt to 
shut down school operations. 
“ This 
disturbance will al­ 
legedly be used as a pattern 
for similar uprising at Harvard 
University during the first two 
weeks in November. Harvard 
records reportedly will be seiz­ 
ed and Xeroxed, and several 
buildings will be occupied.” 
Another 
intelligence 
report 
has warned that the biggest dis- 
turbances will come the last 
week in October on campuses 
across the country. This will 
be part of “ a new internation­ 
ally coordinated protest against 
the war in Vietnam . . . the 
British, Japanese and Vietna­ 
mese sections of the anti-war 
movement are planning an in­ 
ternational protest during the 
last week of October.” 
The American red guards,ac­ 
cording to the confidential re ­ 
port, plan to form “ an Ameri­ 
can section to participate In the 
forthcoming international dem­ 
onstrations against the war in 
Vietnam.” 


HANOI INFLUENCE 
It seems more than a coinci­ 
dence that many of the hard­ 
core leaders who have m aster­ 
minded 
the 
youth rebellions 
have made unauthorized trips to 
Hanoi. They have come back to 
whip up demonstrations which, 
invariably, have had an anti- 
Vietnam war theme. 
In Saigon, the Viet Cong have 
smuggled leaflets to American 
GIs urging them to get in touch 
with the Students for a Demo­ 
cratic Society, the same group 
which is now fomenting violence 
on the campuses. Earlier, the 
SDS helped to precipitate the 
violence in Chicago. 
The grateful Viet Cong sent a 
message to the demonstrators; 
“We express to you our deep 
sympathy and ask you to convey 
to the American people our 
heartfelt thanks for their parti­ 
cipation in or support of the 
recent action in Chicago . . . 
“ Your recent actions in Chica­ 
go, as well as throughout the 
United States, against the U. S. 
policy of aggression in Viet­ 
nam have strongly stimulated 
our people in South Vietnam who 
are 
conducting the powerful 
general 
offensive and wide­ 
spread 
uprisings throughout 
South Vietnam.” 
The same militants who have 
expressed such outrage over 
alleged U. S. “ aggression” in 
Vietnam seem not the least dis­ 
turbed over the recent Soviet 
aggression against Czechoslo­ 
vakia. Their hero in Hanoi, Ho 
Chi Minh, actually declared his 
support of the Soviet invasion. 
But 
apparently 
this doesn’t 
trouble 
the 
American red 
guards, who are critical only of 
the U. S. and the West.

A GREAT DEBATE? 
Vou will see the pressure in­ 
crease on Congress to pass spe - 
cial legislation to permit the 
networks to single out the two 
leading presidential contenders 
for special treatment. The idea 
is to relieve the networks of 
the statutory obligation to pro­ 
vide equal time to all candi­ 
dates, from Richard Nixon to 
Lar Daly. Two questions are 
posed: 
1) Should Congress oblige? 
It was much easier to say yes 
in li>o0 when John Kennedy and 
Richard Nixon were the candi­ 
dates of about 99% of the peo­ 
ple .Today the third candidate, 
George Wallace, is the appar­ 
ent choice of approximately 20% 
of the people, so that there would 
be no disguising the fact that 
Congressional legislation fav­ 
oring Humphrey and Nixon 
would be something of a bill 
of attainer against George Wal­ 
lace, as a House committee 
has in effect acknowledged. 
But then the networks are not 
disposed to grant equal time to 
George Wallace, and the two 
principal candidates are em­ 
phatic in their refusal to de­ 
bate with Wallace. That would 
appear to present o dilemma — 
which, however, is hardly im­ 
passable. Surely the thing for 
Congress to do is nothing at 
all (so often the right thing for 
Congress to do). Let the candi­ 
dates purchase their network 
time. Coast-to-coast p r i m e 
time costs a great deal of 
money, but then the candidates 
have a great deal of money, 
and it is deceptive for them to 
go about poor-mouthing as th­ 
ough any failure by Congress 
to act, will mean their inabil­ 
ity to reach the voters. 
A study of the television bud­ 
gets of the candidates, includ­ 
ing Wallace, shows that money 
has been committed even as it 
stands for prime time TV. This 
is still a partially free country, 
and if Nixon and Humphrey 
want to debate without Wallace, 
let them hire the time, split 
the cost, and proceed to do so, 
end problem. 
Except 2) that the question 
naturally arises in the Nixon 
camp, should Nixon debate? One 
begins a discussion of the ques­ 
tion by recalling that he has 
said that he would debate the 
Democratic candidate and that, 
to be sure, is a problem. 


The ethics on the matter of 
debate between p r e s i d e n t i a l 
contenders has not crystallized. 


1960 was, of course, the first 
debate, and the magnitude of 
its consequences has not yet 
been thoroughly assimilated. A 
year or two after taking office, 
President Kennedy was asked 
point-blank whether he would 
debate the Republican candidate 
in 1964. Under the influence, 
presum'hlv, of a chivalrous 
sense of obligation to an en­ 
counter that propelled him into 
the White House, Kennedy said 
yes, he would. Lyndon John­ 
son said no, and was subject 
to a little teasing by the Gold- 
v/ater people, but Johnson loft­ 
ily replied that he did not be­ 
lieve it prudent for a president 
of the United States to submit 
to debate, and I for one agree 
with him. Agree not only with 
his position but with the lar­ 
ger position involving not only 
presidents but also presidential 
candidates. 


I do not believe that Mr. Nix­ 
on and Mr. Humphrey should 
debate. The stakes are too high, 
and are awarded to a candidate 
for reasons extrinsic to his 
qualifications for office. Itoften 
happens that one and the same 
man is brilliantly qualified to 
lead his country and to win a 
debate —one thinks of Lincoln 
and Churchill. But it often hap­ 
pens otherwise, and I struggle 
to make the point without part­ 
isanship. Thomas Dewey could 
unquestionably have chopped off 
FDR's head in a debate, but 
although I'd have preferred him 
as president, indeed all the 
more so if he had chopped off 
FDR's head, I cannot relate my 
preference for him to his ob­ 
viously superior skill at debate. 


Nixon and Humphrey are, fore- 
nsically, pretty well matched. 
But suppose one of them has 
a bad night? What about the 
gambles the runner-up is in a 
position to take? Do we really 
desire to stretch even further 
the telegenic aspect of the can­ 
didate? If I were Nixon I'd say: 
no. He will take a lot of flak 
for it, but so what else is new. 
Better to say it flatly like LBJ, 
than to fiddle around with all 
kinds of contrivances like wait­ 
ing for Congressional action and 
the rest of it. Better not to 
be tricky.

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Juror Selection Reform A Reality 


The jury system , though often under fire, can be staunchly 
defended as the best means yet devised to assu re the maximum of 
justice. One valid criticism often is made, however —the criticism 
that In many jurisdictions the choice of those who are to serve on 
ju ries is som etim es arb itrary and unfair. 


It is gratifying that the nation's 11 C ircuit Courts of Appeal, 
pursuant to the Federal Jury selection and Service Act of 1968, 
have now announced plans that will substantially cure this defect 
so far as the federal courts are concerned. The plans will become 
operative when the law goes into effect D ecem ber 22. 


After that date, random selection of both grand and petit ju r­ 
ors will be made from voter registration lis ts. So-called blue 
ribbon ju rie s, with all th eir possibilities for discrim ination of 
one kind or another, will be elim inated. C lerks or jury com m is­ 
sioners will no longer have the power to hand-pick ju ro rs. Vol­ 
unteering for jury service will no longer be perm itted. On the 
other hand, there will be le ss chance of getting out of jury s e r­ 
vice on som e pretext. 


The th ru st of the plans im plementing the 1968 act will be to 
broaden jury selection and to enable m ore from lower economic 
groups —by raising daily fees from $10 to $20 —to serve in this 
im portant ro le. There should be far le ss rigging of ju ries, and 
consequently m ore im partial justice. T his change in jury select­ 
ion methods, the first in a century, is an im portant reform in our 
judicial system . 


The Maharajas Squawk 


H istory has long dem onstrated that the greed for privilege, 
earned or not, knows no bounds. India’s m aharajas, those obso­ 
lete survivals of the bad old days on the populous subcontinent, 
are currently illustrating the point again. 


When India became independent in 1947, the despotic m ahar­ 
ajas agreed to m erge th eir states with the re st of the country in 
return for certain handsome concessions. They were granted an­ 
nual privy p u rses (in one case 10 million rupees, today worth about 
$1.3 m illion) and allowed to keep a couple of palaces and all their 
jew elry and personal assets. They were exempted from income and 
real estate taxes, and from licenses to drive or possess guns. 
They cannot be arrested or subjected to law except under written 
o rd ers of the Indian president. 


This cushy status has increasingly rankled Indian lead ers, not 
to mention the m illions whose standard of living is little above the 
subsistence level. The governm ent seeks to cut off the special 
privileges and phase out the privy purses over a 20-year period. 


The p rin ces, perhaps understandably but with sm all justifica­ 
tion, object to this. Their outcry is a classic example of how men 
cling to privilege, even when it is based on nothing m ore substan­ 
tial than an accident of birth.

WASHINGTON - A m erica’s 
red guards, exultant over their 
su ccess in sabotaging the Dem­ 
ocratic convention in Chicago, 
now hope to sabotage the na­ 
tional election on N ovem ber 5. 
They are making elaborate 
preparations to zero in on key, 
big-city precincts, which nor­ 
m ally produce an overw helm ­ 
ing D em ocratic vote. They in­ 
tend to disrupt the voting by 
staging noisy p ro tests, intim i­

T h eir purpose is to deprive

A GREAT DEBATE? 
You will see the pressure in­ 
crease cm C ongress to pass spe - 
clal legislation to perm it the 
networks to single out the two 
leading presidential contenders 
for special treatm ent. The idea 
Is to relieve the networks of 
the statutory obligation to p ro ­ 
vide equal tim e to all candi­ 
dates, from R ichard Nixon to 
L ar Daly. Two questions a re 
posed: 
1) Should Congress oblige? 
It was much easier to say yes 
in 1960 when John Kennedy and 
Richard Nixon were the candi­ 
dates of about 99% of the peo­ 
ple .Today the third candidate, 
George W allace, is the a p p a r­ 
ent choice of approxim ately 20% 
of the people, so that there would 
be no disguising the fact that 
Congressional legislation fav­ 
oring 
Humphrey a n d Nixon 
would be something of a bill 
of attainer against George W al­ 
lace, as a House com m ittee 
has in effect acknowledged. 
But then the networks a re not 
disposed to grant equal tim e to 
George W allace, and the two 
principal candidates are e m ­ 
phatic in their refusal to d e­ 
bate with W allace. That would 
appear to present a dilem m a — 
which, however, is hardly im ­ 
passable. Surely the thing for 
Congress to do is nothing at 
all (so often the right thing for 
Congress to do). Let the candi­ 
dates purchase their netw ork 
tim e. C oast-to-coast p r i m e 
time costs a great deal of 
money, but then the candidates 
have a great deal of money, 
and It is deceptive for them to 
go about poor-mouthing a s th­ 
ough any failure by C ongress 
to act, will mean their inabil­ 
ity to reach the voters. 
A study of the television bud­ 
gets of the candidates, includ­ 
ing W allace, shows that money 
has been com m itted even as it 
stands for prim e time TV. This 
is still a partially free country, 
and if Nixon and Humphrey 
want to debate without W allace, 
let them hire the tim e, split 
the cost, and proceed to do so, 
end problem . 
Except 2) that the question 
naturally a rise s in the Nixon 
camp, should Nixon debate? One 
begins a discussion of the ques­ 
tion by recalling that he has 
said that he would debate die 
D em ocratic candidate and that, 
to be sure, is a problem .

Lyndon John­ 
son said no, and was subject 
to a little teasing by the Gold- 
w ater people, but Johnson loft­ 
ily replied that he did not be­ 
lieve it prudent fo r a president 
of the United S tates to subm it 
to debate, and I fo r one agree 
with him . A gree not only with 
his position but with the la r­ 
ger position involving not only 
presid en ts but also presidential 
candidates. 


I do not believe that M r. Nix­ 
on and M r. Humphrey should 
debate. The stakes a re too high, 
and a re awarded to a candidate 
fo r reasons ex trin sic to his 
qualifications fo r office. It often 
happens that one and the sam e 
man Is brilliantly qualified to 
lead h is country and to win a 
debate —one thinks of Lincoln 
and Churchill. But it often hap­ 
pens otherw ise, and I struggle 
to m ake the point without p a rt­ 
isanship. Thom as Dewey could 
unquestionably have chopped off 
F D R 's head in a debate, but 
although Pd have p referred him 
a s president, indeed all the 
m ore so if he had chopped off 
F D R 's head, I cannot relate my 
preference for him to his ob­ 
viously superior skill at debate.

SACRAMENTO—State Parks 
and Recreation Director Wil­ 
liam Penn Mott Jr. has an­ 
nounced that reduced off-season 
rates will be in effect Oct.

Judges have the 
power to sentence the guilty 
as much as 18 months in jail, 
house arrest or labor on a 
state farm. 
The main difference between 
the People's Courts and their 
predecessors is that judges now 
are ordinary citizens with no 


formal legal training. Exem­ 
plary workers and militant Cas- 
troites, they are chosen at mass 
assemblies by their colleagues 
to judge “ antisocial conduct 
cases." They receive guidance 
and a cram course from the 
Justice Ministry, which oper­ 
ates the court system. Judges' 
term s usually run three to six 
months. 


A typical court may be com­ 
posed of a factory worker, a 
technician and a store employe. 
The Courts normally meet at 
night. Procedure is streamlined 
and the verdict swift, usually 
within 15 minutes after the trial 
is over.

SACRAMENTO—State Parks 
ani Recreation Director Wil* 
liam Penn Mott J r. has an­ 
nounced that reduced off-season 
rates will be in effect Oct. 
1 through April 30 in most units 
of the state park system. 
In making the announcement, 
Mott explained that the move 
should encourage more use of 
state parks during the normally 
slack fall and winter months and 
will make it easier for the re­ 
tired person with a trailer to 
travel and camp in state park 
campgrounds on a year-round 
basis. 
“ There are only a handful 
of state park and recreation 
areas that close during the win­ 
ter months.”

Those at lower ele a- 
tions and closer to urban areas 
are open all year and offer the 
boater and camper an unlimit­ 
ed range of outdoor recreation 
activity.

Boat facilities, including day-

cases.*’ They receive guidance 
and a cram course from the 
Justice Ministry, which oper­ 
ates the court system. Judges* 
term s usually run three to six 
months.
